> We ate indebted to the Savannah Geor­ 
gian for ex'ras. continuing the accounts 
of the effects of the dreadful gale of the 
I I0ih ult. 
The recent gale experienced all along 
the Southern coast, was also felt with 
much violence at Havana, and did con- 
'«nderoble injury to ihe city, and the ship­ 
ping in port. 
It was one of the most se­ 
vere gale* that has been experienced at 
that Island for many years p.ist. 
To Mr Wells, the mate ol the brig Mo- 
hawk, wrecked at Havana in the gafe, 
who came passenger in the C>belle, we 
are indebted for the following particu­ 
lars: 
During the hurricane, in the city it 
waa dangerous, from largo sheets of lead 
mid tile pots blown down from thetopaof 
the house*. 
These lay about in every 
direction: and were, in many instances 
carried by the wind to n.great distance. 
The beautiful Palmetto, and other trees 
which adorned the Uarernors Square, 
were broken and torn down, even the 
lamp posta, fee, 
Tha wind was stron­ 
gest about nine o’clock, at which time it 
shifted suddenly to the N. W., and blew 
with tertific violence. 
Ih e air waa 
filled with denae clouds of “spoon drifi,” 
or salt spray, which it was impossible to 
faca. 
This spray was carried for half a 
league into the eountry, and deluged Ihe 
houses, entering the crevices, and flood­ 
ing the streets. 
The surl and spray was 
seen to dash high over the lanterns of the 
Light House on ths Moro Castle. 
Many houses were blown down or on- 
roofed and among them, the Tacon Tbe. 
atre, which was partially untooled and 
received other damage. 
The streets 
were nearly deserted except by occasion­ 
al detachments of soldiers, ordered to 
different poa's. to give assistance where 
it was needed. 
Tho beautiful Passao, the feahionable 
drive and promenade of the citizens, suf­ 
fered in its shrub*, trees, plums, and af- 1 
ter the hurricane, many were forcibly 1 
detained to ascist in removing ihe rubbish 
apd ruins from the streets. 
An occasion­ 
al pedestrian might be seen flying faster 
than he appeared willing to go, borne by 
the irresistible force of tbe wind, which 
swept through the long oarrow street* 
with incredible force. 
But tha whervea presentad the most 
disastrous spectacle— ships, barks, brigs, 
and schooners, some crowded ou top of 
others, three tier deep, sunk, wrecked, 
dismasted, or totally crushed to pfecae, 
with tha owners, captains and sailors ga­ 
zing upon f a scene of destruction.— 
Som# vassals known to be in the harbor 
praviana to tha hurricane, have disap­ 
peared, and their fata felt to conjecture. 
As nothing could ko aeon a furlong's 
length, awing to tbe showers of sprey and

I h e greater part of her 
passengers ware landed during the day, 
also ihe mails, which haee been deliv­ 
ered et f a Beet Office. 
There were about 140 passengers on 
board the Rhode Island at the tunc of the 
accident.

The remainder consisting of sixteen 
companies of Illinois Infantry and four 
com panies of Arkansas Cavalry, were 
under command of Col. Churchill, In­ 
spector General U, 8. A. 
Between ihe 
9ih and 8th of October, eight of theee 
companies marched, commanded by Col. 
tiardiu ; and Col. Churchill was to have 
conduct* d ihe remainder on the I4'b, 
(caving one or iwo companies in yarn*©» 
at Bexar, to protect supplies end furnish 
escorts. 
Gen. W. expected to reach Presidio 
in twelve days. 
Ho will establish a de­ 
pot at that point, until it ie ascertained 
whether steamers can aecend tho Rio 
Grande to a position move euiiabfe for 
hia operations. 
His army will cruse the 
river on a flying bridge, boats for which 
were constructed at San Antonio, under 
the direction of Capt.Fiascr, engineer, 
and were transported in wagons. 
Aa eoon as supplies are received to 
enable hun to advance, Gen. Wool will 
press on to Chihuahua; taking Santa 
Rosa and Monclova in his route. 
The 
former town is garrivoned wi,h regular 
troops, and is said io be capable of mroiig 
resistance.
